He expressed the positive opinion that 
the boiler has for a long time been held to- 
gether simply by a thin outside plating, and 
said he was surprised that it had not exploded 
before. He added, that this flaw could not 
be detected by any inspector, as the outside 
boiler was eovered with felt, and the inside 
one afforded no indications of decay. He also 
said the flaw could not have been detected by 
sounding the boiler.

The Struggles for Trade. 

We have often congratulated our citizens 
upon the superior energy, shrewdness and 
business tact manifested in our midst over 
the sleepy, slow and weak-headed per- 
formances of the merchants and manufac- 
turers of Cincinnati.
